Follow  airport  signs  in  Union  Station  to  the  Clinton  Street  exit, 
turn  left  (South)  and  walk  2  blocks  to  the  Clinton  Rapid  Transit 
(subway)  station .  O’Hare  signs  indicate  where  to  board  the 
rapid  transit  train  directly  to  O’Hare.  Operates  24  hours  a  day, 

7  days  a  week,  every  3-15  minutes  all  day  and  evening,  (see  map)

Take  the  Douglas  rapid  transit  train  west 
to  Cicero  Avenue.  Walk  about  200  feet  south  to  the  corner  of 
Cicero  and  Cermak.  Board  #54B  bus  southbound  on  south  side  of 
intersection  (operates  every  1 0  to  20  minutes  and  passes  Midway 
main  terminal).  On  Sundays/Holidays,  buses  operate  only  between 
1 0:30  a.m.  &  6:00  p.m.  (see  map)
